My Tomato plants, grown on new land from Certified seed, are 
certified by the State of Georgia. I grow each season four 
hundred acres of Tomato plants. They are grown in the open 
field and when shipped are 8 to 10 inches tall; they are field 
hardened, stocky, and well rooted. Each bundle of 100 is 
wrapped with paper to hold the damp moss to the roots. They 
are then packed in special crates or hampers and shipped by 
express, and will keep in good condition six to ten days. These 
plants are not frost-proof and should not be planted until 
danger of frost is over. 

The fact that the seed is planted here in February and March 
gives the plants a chance to become acclimated and toughened 
by outside temperatures. When set farther North they will 
start growing quickly and produce rich, red, ripe Tomatoes 
three weeks before home-grown or hothouse plants.

For tomato bugs, fungus and bacterial 
diseases use 7% Metallic Tri-basic Copper Sulphate with 20% Calcium Arsenate dust 
and use about fifteen to twenty pounds per acre.
